in ^ ar s to come. 
The budget message leav es the impression that 
the President is unconcerned about the staggering 
rise In ex penditures and wholly uninterested in econ­ 
omies. His zest in deafiing with billions—of the pub­ 
lic’s money —is not a new phenomenon in the White 
House. Nor is it unusual to find a President v iolating 
the laws of human husbandry by g r^ tly ex panding 
outlay s abroad. The sam e procedure by an av erage 
citizen would quickly land him in bankruptcy court 
and his family in the poor house. 
One of the most interesting comments on the 
budget message was the warning from Democratic 
Senator Guy M. G illette of Iowa that “ there is a bot­ 
tom to the barrel.”

He is joined in this position by Senator 
R<5bertson o f Virginia, Senator Sparkman of Alabama 
and by thairm an Doughton of the House Way s and 
Means Ccsnmittee. 
There is no doubt that Mr, Truman will be called 
upon by Congress to* prov e that his spending program 
is indeed necessaiy to the welfare of the nation. 
This cautious attitude is the proper one for all 
Senators and Representativ es to take.

lf the tax refunds, which 
used to be considered an expenditure, are included, 
the budget would be approximately $44,000,000,000 
In addition. Mr Trum an inform ed Congress that he 
will soon send along requests for more money to help 


n o n -Com m unist countries 
And he delivered a Par­ 
thian shot to the effect th a t Government spending 
in vears to come will be much larger than in fiscal 
1950. 
The Trum an tax program , as announced in his 
Slate of the Union message, m ust similarly be ad­ 
mitted upward to meet the facts of his budget. He 
a.-ks for $4,000,000,000 in new taxes to avert a deficit 
and pay off a little som ething on the public debt of 
m ore fctan $250 000.000.000. But the proposed social 
security expansion would bring the new tax burden 
$6 OOO OOO OOO with the certainty of a steady rise 
in ^ a r s to come. 
The budget message leaves the impression that 
the President is unconcerned about the staggering 
rise in expenditures and wholly uninterested in econ­ 
omies 
His test in dewing w ith billions—of the pub­ 
lic s money—is not a new phenomenon in the White 
House Nor is it unusual to find a President violating 
the laws of hum an husbandry by greatly expanding 
outlays abroad 
The sam e procedure by an average 
eltlien would quickly land him in bankruptcy court 
and his fam ily in the poor house. 
One of the most interesting comments on the 
budget message was the warning from Democratic 
Senator Guy M. Gillette of Iowa that “there is a bot­ 
tom to the barrel.” There is indeed, though neither 
Mr Trum an nor many of the majority of his Party 
in Congress chooses to think about it. But if prices 
continue to fall and the widely predicted recession 
arrives in 1949 or 1950, the American people will hit 
the bottom of that barrel with a resounding thump. 
It is a hopeful sign, however, that some Demo­ 
cratic members of Congress Say they will have “to be 
shown 
before accepting the President’s budget as 
the final word on the subject, and agreeing to any 
Increase whatever in taxes. 
Senator H arry F Byrd of Virginia is on this list 
of skeptics. He believes in economy in government 
and has never been afraid to back his convictions 
w ith his votes. He is joined in this position by Senator 
Rdbertson o f Virginia. Senator Sparkman of Alabama 
and by C hairm an Doughton of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 
There is no doubt thai Mr Truman will be called 
upon by Congress to prove that his spending program 
is indeed necessary to the welfare of the nation. 
This cautious attitude la the proper one for all 
Senators and Representatives to take. 
There never 
has been and there is not now anything sacred about 
a presidential budget. In most instances it represents 
w hat the President wants, and not what he expects 
to get. In some instances it is a vehicle for redeeming 
cam paign promises. 
It should be subject to the most critical exam ina­ 
tion 
For Congress to fail to do so could result In a 
clear waste of the people's money. 
With military 
expenditures greater th an they were in the wartime 
years of World W ar I, it is the duty of Congress to 
plug all rat holes into which the money of the tax­ 
payers has been poured

Laboratory workers

Some of the hum an guinea pigs ate onions or garlic, 
others didn t. 
Later there was a count of noses: 
O nion-eaters, garlic eaters and abstainers all had colds 
in 9qual proportion. 
This test is conclusive of Just one thing—that 
garlic and onions are no protection against d HH be rate 
inoculation with colds. 
But th a t isn’t the way people 
eaten colds. 
They get them mostly by inhaling air 
infected by people who cough or sneeze in close 
prox^nitv. 
Eat enough garlic and onions and people won’t get 
too close to you 
If they don’t get too close, you won’t 
catch their colds 
Don't let science tell you different.

Colleagues; While House Boys Encourage Latin-American Dictators 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 16 — The 
real estate lobby has concocted a 
new and unique wrinkle in propa­ 
ganda—letters to editors. Charles 
Stewart, press chief for the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards, 
conceived this idea for free pub­ 
licity and sent it out in a confi­ 
dential letter to local real estate 
boards. 
The letter urged: 
** ’Letters To The Editor’ columns 
of newspapers offer an opportunity 
to get before the public with facts 
that are Important to public issues 
affecting real estate. . . . This is 
being overlooked as a public rela­ 
tions medium. • . •

Senator Downey Perseveres 
Busy-as-a-bird-dog Senator Sher­ 
idan Downey, sometimes called “the 
Pacific Gas and Electric” Senator 
from California, has been quite ac­ 
tive recently re his own worries over 
re-election.

Naturally, it 
was manna from heaven to the very 
same military dictatorships Presi­ 
dent Truman wants to discourage. 


What tho newspapers didn’t 
mention, however, warn the fact 
that Mayor Morrison had been 
awarded the Argentine Order et 
Liberator by President Peron; 
that Mrs. Morrison had been 
given an extravagant ruby and 
diamond ring by Oenora Peron; 
and that their trip had been 
carefully arranged by the Ar­ 
gentine dictator as part of his 
scheme to win over the Truman 
Administration. 


Lurking In the background of this 
little plot was another gentleman 
from New Orleans.

Forrestal is aware of the dramatic 
intensity of the fight for power be­

OR THE YEAR. ending June 30. 
1948, 170,570 immigrants entered 
this country from all the earth. 
This figure does not include the 
Displaced Persons who were admit­ 
ted In recent months. The largest 
number from Europe came from 
three countries. Germany. England 
and Italy. 
Canada surpassed all 
countries, sending 21,794 -persons. 
It is most interesting that women, 
children and elderly persons con­ 
stitute an unusually large share of 
theist im m ig ra n ts. There are few 
mechanics; few skilled workers. For 
instance, those who declared that 
they had occupations, were clerical 
sales and similar workers. Lots of 
the immigrants were persons in the 
professional and semi-professional 
categories. 


For many jean, more than 
half of the immigrants report 
no occupation at all. That dom 
not mean that they have 
b o 
way of earning a living; many 
of thorn are housewives who for 
traditional reasons are account­ 
ed 
occupationless; 
others, 
a 
moot valuable group, are adven­ 
turesome young people who are 
moving to greener pastures. 


This country has been importing 
agricultural workers since 1942 from 
Mexico and the British West Indies. 
During the war. Mexican workers 
were brought in to work chi the 
railroads. Little data is available 
about Puerto Rican immigration to 
the United States. 
The Puerto Ricans are American 
citizens; they move about as one 
might between Ohio and Pennsyl­ 
vania. Many of them have settled 
in large cities like New York to 
which they were, in-many instances, 
brought for political reasons, to be 
stuffed into horrible, filthy slums, 
to live under unspeakable condi­ 
tions, to become the prey of poli­ 
ticians who, for tiny benefits and 
small favors, got the votes they 
regimented. 
This has become a 
dangerous situation that calls for 
investigation and solution—but then 
politicians are involved and poli­ 
ticians often have their way. 


The question is: What kind 
of immigrants do we need? 
What should be welcomed? This 
question always arouses emo­ 
tions! responses. Each national, 
religions and racial group seeks 
ta protect Ho kindred.

It is impossible to consider im­ 
migration on any basis without 
some consideration to the general 
question of the size and character 
of the American population.

Some 50 nations and 
more than 250 religious bodies and 
all the colors of akin known to th# 
human race have become part of 
the American nation. The process 
of assimilation is slow and incom­ 
plete and produces problems of its 
own.

needless fires amounting to $700.- 
000,000. 
In addition about 15,000 
people lost their lives. 
Property 
can be replaced but lives cannot 
be. 
Bo sure that this year 1940 
your house is not burnt with you 
in it. 
All who lost their lives last 
year ooukl be alive and happy to­ 
day. 
Chases Of firm 
About 26 per cent of the firm 
are due to smoking.—mostly cigar­ 
ette smoking. 
About 20 per cent 
are due to defective wiring, over­ 
loading present wires and misuse 
of flexible cords. Fifteen percent of 
the fires are set; while the balance 
are due to various causes. 
These 
mostly could be classified as “care­ 
lessness and bad housekeeping.” 
It is also interesting to note that 
most fires start in basements 
of 
homes, factories and stores. 
If 
basements were kept clean, the total 
fire loss could be reduced 30 per 
cent. 
Closets and attics are also 
a source at danger. 
I hope each 
reader of this column will start 1949 
by giving his basement, attic and 
closets a good cleaning out. 
Don’t 
be afraid to throw stuff away. 
flack Your Firemen 
C onsoling the tremendous loss 
stated above, you at first think 
that the fire departments have been 
lax and inefficient 
This is not 
so. 
I believe that the fire depart­ 
ments of our cities are the most 
efficient of all city departments. 
Just think—if it were not for your 
fire department your 
entire 
city 
would now be in ashes. 
Also remember that AUL fires are 
ultimately extinguished. Ninety per 
cent of the fires are extinguished 
by the fire departments before the 
loss amounts to $600. 
This is 
pretty good and usually is due to 
someone quickly pulling a little red 
alarm box. 
In fact, th e e never 
was a fire (unless caused by ex­ 
plosion) which could not have been 
extinguished 
by 
one 
bucket 
of 
water lf discovered in time. 
When your city* council or select­ 
men ask the advice of their Health 
or Legal Department or Building In­ 
spector they act upon the advice. 
When, however, the Fire Chief asks 
for new equipment or more fire 
alarm boxes he is partly given the 
brush off. 
This is wrong. 
Fire Chiefs know what is best 
for their city and the taxpayers. 
Hence, all their requests for ap­ 
propriations should be granted, in­ 
cluding recommendations for sal­ 
ary increases. 
Considering their 
responsibilities, the firemen 
and 
their Chief are the poorest paid 
of all city employees. 
Your Fire 
Chief is your best friend. 
Suggestions To Readers 
The best kind of fire protection 
is a sprinkler system connected with 
the fire alarm system. 
Another 
less expensive but very efficient sys­ 
tem. is the 
so-called 
“Vigalarm 
Rate-of-Rise’’-System. 
connected 
with the fire department. 
This 
does not extinguish the fire as do
